Vestivities at Xukden in Honor of the

Dowager Empress' Birthday-
Oriental Ceremonials.

MU'KDEN, November 16, 8 p.m., via Tien
Tsin. November 17.-Four days' sharp coid
has silenced the artillery and infantry fire
between the opposing positions and has
driven the soldiers into their dugouts along
the entire -intrenched line. The apparent
impossibility for either side to eject the

others from its burrow, . and the fact
that in the event one side succeeded in ad-

vancing it could not dig the other out of

its cantonments on account of the frost.
seems to promise a winter's inactivity, al-

though the Japanese three days ago made
a small reconnoisance toward the extreme
east and pushed back the Russian cavalry
a few miles as though they were investi-
gating the possibilities for a flanking move-
ment.

It seems Impossible that either side in

any case could more than occupy its op-
ponents' winter qinarters.
The wells along the lines are dry and

.o-th sides use the Shakhe river, where the
soldiers approach unarmed and get water
under recognized mutual sanction not to
lira on a single soldier. Here the noble art
of war is confined to fisticuffs and swap-
ping cigarettes, jack knives and food, all
4f which are prized. Familiarities are in-
evitable where long lines are in continued
contact. The armies have now been sta-
tionary for so long that they are drawing
sipplies of fuel and horse forage from tfie
distant rear, all other supplies being ex-
Lau.sted.

Dowager Empress' Birthday.
The perfunctory ceremonies of introduc-

ing the three days' celebration of the birth-
day of the dowager empress of China be-
gan November 13 at the Drum Tower and
a.'o at the Bell Tower, which are features.
of the main street of all capitals. Large
chrines were erceted inclosing a tablet
:c- rihed with the word "Jansou." which
Ulke "Banzal" means "Ten thousand ages
tO the dynasty." Before the tablet are
f--d offerings and also incense.

l.asL night a hundred ornamental, fancy
I nterns and transparencies with congrat-
1.1 :tory inscriptions were displayed in the
o.,n streets. but not a single soul came
Ti the purpose of witnessing the illumina-
lions. The streets were deserted. Many
Jamanese lanterns were included in the dis-
phy. as Japanese products, mostly spur-
os imitations of foreign commodities, for
th; use of the troops have arrived here in
large uuantiltes.
Today being the dowager's birthday flags

and streamers were to be seen in all the
streets. The Tartar general, Taihochi, -And
the territorial officials kotowed to the dow-
ager's tablet in the deserted ancestral pal-a e. and the period of ten days' prayers in
:11l the dynastic shrines about this. "China's
second capital." continues. The Tartar
general. with the officials of the five boards,
& nd also the native military mandarin,
dined with Gen. Kuropatkin at the Con-
fucian Temple outside the west gate, with
the native guilds, which bear the expenses
of the birthday celebration.

Tradesmen's Wail.
Though conscious that the profits of the

retail trade are greatly in excess of nor-
mal times, the guilds nevertheless, on ac-
co'unt of Mukden being no longer a whole-
a~le market, and a way station for the im-
mense goods and grain caravans, lament
tlIe deserted highways and condole with the
cf',cials of the five boards, by which Man-
churia, like China proper, is ordinarily
governed, and who now await year to year
the promised restoration of their functions.
Private advices from Pekin contain warn-

ings that the emperor is increasingly in-
ane. ickly and insignificant, and the dow-
eger thinner and older and lacking in cor-
diality to foreigners, although perfunctory
in matters referring to foreign relations,
omitting former courtesies, while the most
conspicuous "reform" is said to be the new,
corrupt board of war.

TO EEGIN FORWARD XOVEXENT.
Reported Japs Are Preparing to Ad-

vance on Russian Center.

Third Day of Investigation

of North Sea Incident.

A REITERATED STORY

FISHERMEN CAN CONCEIVE OF NO
REASON FOR THE ATTACK.

None Had Seen a Japanese or Strange
Warship There Excepting the

Russian Ships.

HULL. England, November 17.-The third
day of the board of trade inquiry into
the North sea incident opened today with
further relterations of the oft-repeated
story that there were no Japanese, no guns
and no ammunition on board the trawlers,
and that the fishermen could conceive of
no reason why they had been attacked.
None of them had been asked by any

Japanese agency to do anything, nor had
any of them seen a Japanese or strange
warship of any description in the North
sea with the exception of the Russians.
One witness admitted that on seeing the

North sea hospital trawler Alpha with ex-

tinguished lights he had remarked,
"There's a torpedo boat."
Cross-examined by Dr. Woodhouse, coun-

sel representing the Russian embassy, the
witness said he was positive it was not a
torpedo boat, but he was not sure it was
the Alpha. He never before iad seen a
trawler with all her lights out.

Rumored Hitch Denied.
LONDON, November 17.-The Associated

Press learns that there is no justification
whatever for the sensational deductions
made in the London Daily Telegraph's dis-
patch from St. Petersburg, published this
morning, from the delay in signing the
Anglo-Russian North sea convention. Rus-
sia has accepted in principle the -inter-
national commission, but the exact text of
the convention must be the subject of
agreement between the two powers. The
present difference concerns small tietails
of the wording of the agreement as sub-
mitted by Great Britain for Russia's con-
sideration.

NEW YORK HORSE SHOW.

Very Small Ponies Were Feature of
Today's Session.

NEW YORK, November 17.-Ponies,
many of them not over 46 inches in height,
were the center of interest at the annual
horse show today, and the beautiful
weather of the week continued. Last night
had the record crowd, and there was some-
thing of a lull in the attendance today, al-
though there was no diminution in the in-
terest.
In addition to being pony day this was re-

garded as children's day, as the small bits
of humanity were out in force to see and
admire the smallest specimens of the horse
kingdom. Earlier in the week ponies were
exhibited in harness contests, but today
they were exhibited running free.

DENVER TAR PLANT BURNED.

One Dead and Three Seriously Injured
-Spontaneous Combustion.

DENVER, November 17.-One man is
dead and three others are seriously injured
as a result of a fire which destroyed the
tar plant of the Denver Gas and Electric
Company. The property loss Is estimated
at 325,000. The dead: Clement I. Clark. In-
jured: Edwin F. Jones, Robert Meyers,
Frank Walters.
The fire was caused by spontaneous com-

bustion among the oil and paints in the
paint department. The men were workirig
in the room at the time. Their clothing
caught fire, and two of them saved their
lives by jumping Into a water tank. Clark
and Jones rushed from the building with
clothing ablaze, and Clark was so badly
burned about the arms and body that he
died soon after reaching the open air.

PORTUGAL'S SOVEREIGNS.
Gala Reception in London-Guests of

the Lord Mayor.
LONDON, November 17.-King Charles

and Queen Amelia of Portugal passed in
procession through the streets of London
today and had luncheon at the Guild Hall
as the guebts of the lord mayor and cor-
poration. As a pageant the royal progress
through the lamplit streets of the city
could not be regarded by even the Tnost
enthusiastic as a success.
An opaque fog which at some parts of

the route was so dense that it was impos-
sible to see more than fifty yards ahead
veiled the overhead decorations and the
troops lining the route and escorting the
sovereigns hid their bright uniforms under
heavy great coats. The crowds were not
large, but nothing was lacking in the
warmth of th reception accorded to their
majesties.
Addresses were presented to them by the

local authorities at various points along
the route. One of these was typical of all.
It neatly referred to Queen Amelia as fol-
lows: "Sprung from France. born in Eng-
land, wedded to Portugal, she has linked
the three nations, which -we trust will
always be found in close association with
one another."

Nan Patterson Keeps Up Her Good

Spirits-Her Lawyer Receives an

Important Letter.

NEW YORK, November 17.-With four
of the twelve men who are to decide her
fate already selected, the trial of Nan
Patterson. the former show girl charged
with the murder of Caesar Young, the
Anealthy horseman, was continued in the
criminal branch of the supreme court to-
day. The greatest care has been used in
the examinat~on of talesmen and the ex-

haustive questioning and1 almost Indis-
criminate challenging for even the slight-
est cause, indicated that not only might
arother full court day or even more be
consumed in filling the jury box, but that
the panel of 100 talesmen might be ex-
hausted before the task was finished.
Thus far the general public has been

shut out entirely from the proceedings,only those having a direct connection with
the case being allowed to enter the court
room. Yesterday the available space was
well filled by the court officials, newspaper
men and the talesmen waiting examinationas to their qualifications for jury duty,and the officers who guarded all the doors
had little trouble in keeping back the
crowds which gathered in the corridors.
Whether the ban would be kept down

luring the whole progress of the trial was
not known, but many who desired to take
idvantage of the first opportuniy to gainsdmittance were or. hand early today.

Defendant's Cheerful Mies.
Miss Patterson seemed in very good

spirits when she entered the court room

today, and a brief chat with her counsel
before the trial was resumed added to her
Lpparent cheerfulness. Mr. Levy informed
the defendant that the morning mail had
wought him a letter which might have an
mportant bearing on the case. What the
Letter contained was not divulged.
The defendant's father, J. Randolph Pat-

terson of Washington, was in the court
room early and occupied a seat near his
laughter within the bar inclosure.

babe." She was eating breakfast when her
father called at the Tombs with aa encour-
aging letter from her mother, who is ill in
Washington.

Father and Daughter Hopeful.
Father and daughter both seemed hope-ful. During breakfast they chatted over

the newspapers and looked at the pictures
the papers had printed of the first day's
trial. After breakfast her father went to
take a walk, and Nan returned to her cell
to dress for the second day of the trial.
Her father was waiting for her in court.
Abraham Levy, counsel for Miss Patter-

son, said he believed a panel of twelve could
be completed today. Mr. Rand was of the
same opinion.
Assistant District Attorney Garvin was
